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(1) Reference 1 was cited against Claim 1. 

The Reference 1 discloses an image forming system in the present invention, 
which is connected by an image forming apparatus provided with an information 
display for a user and an operation unit receiving information inputted by a user, 
and an information processing apparatus for practicing procession of image data, 
via a network. 

In the system described in the cited reference 1, the information processing 
apparatus responds to an input signal from operation unit of the image forming 
apparatus to controls display about operation unit of the image forming apparatus. 
Therefore, the point, including a control right allowable means and a control 
right request means in the present invention, is merely a matter of design choice 
range that a person having an ordinary skill in the art can easily practice. 
Consequently, the present invention would have been made by a person having 
an ordinary skill in the art by referring to the cited Reference 1 . 

(2) References 1 and 2 were cited against Claims 2 ~5. 

Reference 2 (referring to description regarding Fig. 3 and Fig. 4) discloses 
that an image that is obtained by image procession as indicated by a user using an 
operation unit is displayed on the operation unit. Therefore, the present 
invention would haven been made by a person having an ordinary skill in the art 
by referring to Reference 1 and Reference 2. 

In addition, the constitution for selecting by a user whether a sample display 
is displayed or not defined in Claim 3 in the present invention is merely a matter 
of design choice that a person having an ordinary skill in the art can easily 
practice if necessary. 
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
